PARIS, Dec. 24.—There appeared 
this morning to be Borne hope of 
saving the French dirigible Dixmude,

Although news received in Paris 
has been sparse the latest advices 
said that the great airship had drift­ 
ed w'ell inland and, taking a north­

miles off Medlnin. 
Military authorities at Foum Tata* 
houine w'ere reported to have prepar 
ed a fair landing place, in case the 
ship w’as able to descend.

A strong 
force of troops also w'as present. 
The Italian authorities in Tripoli 
have instructed all military posts to 
maintain a close watch for the Dix­ 
mude to take all necessary steps to 
aid her should help be necessary.

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THE TRUE SPIRIT OF CHRISTMAS. 
Since the time, two thousand years ago, 
when three wise men, guided by a won­ 
drous star, carried gifts of gold, frankin­ 
cense and myrrh to a Babe lying in a man­ 
ger in far off Bethlehem, Christmas has 
been dedicated to the children of the world.

In a little more detail, the advan­ 
tages of the chest may be summarized 
as follow's: 
Unity of purpose is promoted. 
Thus social work becomes more ef­ 
fective. 
General planning for meeting com­ 
munity needs is made possible. 
This leads to a decided reduction of 
duplication and waste. 
Better methods and standards follow. 
The supporting public is given a clear­ 
er and more adequate understanding, 
both of what is being accomplished 
and what needs to be done. 
Adequate funds are regularly sup­ 
plied to keep useful agencies going in­ 
stead of their having to rely upon the 
hand-to-mouth methods practiced in 
the past. 
Upwards of IOO cities are reported as 
now maintaining community chests. 
The 
plan has afforded relief from the nuisance 
of the interminable drives to which most 
American communities are still subjected, 
in spite of the very obvious fact that the 
public tires of their multiplicity. 
It has 
been suggested more than once that the 
community chest plan be adopted in Seda­ 
lia. If it works well in so many other cities 
why would it not work well here?
